Ordered to Stop. 


As the brothers turned to leave, 


he continued, the deputies followed 
them to the street. 


"Bill Lewis hollered for us to 


stop, that he . had to search us.'' 
Clouse testified, "and 
when we 


turned around he and Moore start- 
ed shooting. . 


"I- got hit over the head after 


about. 10 or 12 shots were fired. 
When I came to I was lying there 
Jn the road beside my dead brother, 
and the guards were gone." 


He insisted that' " neither Lloyd 


Clouse nor he had been drinking, 
but conceded that Lloyd carried a 
pistol because that was "custom- 
ary" in Harlan county. Lloyd had 
no chance to draw the gun before 
he was killed, the witness added. 


Clouse said that he moved his 


family to Pineville. in a neighbor- 
ing county, the day after the shoot- 
ing, because he feared they rociht 
be killed. He said he had been dis- 
charged by the company the day 
after he joined the United Mine 
Workers.

Five months and one day of en-

love" ended this afternoon when 
the gay duke reachrd the ancient 
chateau. 


He came from St. Wolfgang, Au- 


stria, by train and by motor. His 
bethrothed was free to marry him. 
He had not seen her since the night 
of Dec. 3, when she fled to France 
from the abdication

changed crowns for a quarter of the 
world. 


Preceded by a motorcycle police- 


man, the limousine sent for the duke 
by Mrs. Simpson roared through the 
gates. A truck, slacked with Ed- 
ward's 17 suitcases, panted along 
behind. 


Wallis Simpson met the duke on 


the doorstep. He took the wide-eyed 
Wallis in his arms. They went in 
side the castle, arm in arm.

More than 4,000 refugees, many 


children among them, were listed 
to sail tonight aboard the 10.000-ton 
Spanish liner Habana, the first mass 
migration from the harrassed city.

This year the more than 190.000 


farms in the state will be visited 
by the assessors who will report on 
acreages, livestock "numbers, seed 
production, and farm population. 
From year to year most of the items 
reported by the assessor are the 
same, but some new data are re- 
quired by the department of agri- 
culture and markets as conditions 
of the industry change and new 
facts are needed. 


The gathering of statistics is one 


of the oldest agricultural services 
of the government The beginning 
was made in 1839 when congress 
provided a fund for the purpose to 
the United States patent office. Pre- 
vious to work done by the govern- 
ment, some work in the gathering 
of agricultural data was under- 
taken by newspapers and men in- 
terested in the grain trade.

more than ever before, 


with the rapid changes in agricul- 
ture and industry, the demand for 
accurate and up-to-date, informa- 
tion is increasing, crop reporting 
service of finals stated.

Roosevelt

The old law required a legal 


fence to bar cattle while the new 
law simply requires a fence that 
will keep out farm animals. The 
old law required the larmer to 
present a map of the wood lot area 
on which tax exemption was claim- 
ed. The new law provides that the 
assessors is to grant tax exemption 
wherever he finds conditions of the 
law have been met. 


The new law grants tax exemption 


to lands under the following pro- 
visions: 


"Any wood lot or wood lots form- 


ing an integral even though detach- 
ed part of any improved and reg- 
ularly operated farm and not ex- 
ceeding one-fifth of the total aiea 
of such farm: and any portion of a 
regularly opciatcd farm, the hlopcs 


which arc of a Gradient of more 


than 30 per cent, if such wood lot 
and slope lands arc inclosed with a 
fence sufficient to keep out farm 
animals and the owner has refrain- 
ed, during the year prior to the 
date of assessment, from cultivating 
or mdwing or grazing any type of 
ivestock thereon and from burning 
over such lands or has taken rea- 
sonable precaution to prevent such 
burning: and if the owner makes 
a reasonable effort to reforest slope 
ands or revegetate the same with 
grass or shrubs such as will prevent 
rosion or excessive run-oft."

Build 'Fortress9 


As Home for New 
Velocity Machine 


Equipment Will be Used to 


'Break Liquids Into 


Molecules' 


Madison—W—The University of 


Wisconsin has constructed a "lab- 
oratory fortress" of iron and con- 
crete to house its new velocity ultra- 
centrifuge machine which is power- 
ful enough to break any liquid into 
molecules that can be seen. 


Thp machine, which weighs five 


tons, is a gift from the Rockefeller 
Foundation and will be used to ob- 
tain important information regard- 
ing the weights of molecules and 
other scientific data. 


University officials say it will ma- 


terially shorten the time now re- 
quired on university research pro- 
jects. 


The machine has a normal operat- 


ing speed of 60,000 to 70.000 revolu- 
tions a minute and produces cen- 
trifugal force up to 350,000 times the 
force of gravity. 


Special Building: 


Because of its terrific speed and 


pressure the university decided to 
house it in a laboratory built like 
a fortress. The foundations, walls 
and ceiling of the laboratory, which 
will be 17 feet wide, 36 feet long and 


nine feet high, required 309 tons of 
reinforced concrete. 


Prof. J. W. Williams of the chem- 


istry department and his associate, 
Charles Watson, will install and op- 
erate the machine, which will rest 
on a cement block extending 10 feet 
into the ground. 


Surrounding .the heavy concrete 


base is a thick layer of isolation 
cork to absorb vibrations and 17 
iron rods are wedged in on each 
side to keep the block in place. 


Placed In Cell 


In operating the machine the li- 


quid material to be studied is placed 
in a small cell inserted in the ro- 
tor. This cell has transparent quartz 
w:r.ck>ws and in the big steel cham- 
ber which encloses the rotor arc 
corresponding windows or peep- 
holes.

By directing a beam of 
light 


through the windows, an observer 
can note the molecules of the1 li- 
quid, broken down by the centrifu- 
gal force.

university has the only one m Amer- 
ica.

THE COST OF HIGHWAYS 


Now that the -urgencies of the lean 


years are behind us, there is time to look 
about and to appraise some of the things 
we have bought with our billions of relief 
dollars.' The list of things is almost end- 
less, the variety of things almost bound- 
less. 


One thing we bought are highways, 


thousands of miles of them because a large 
part of highway cost is distributed to un- 
skilled labor. Probably most of the high- 
ways we built serve a useful purpose, fill 
& real need. At least, men were given 
work in building 
them and that fact, 


alone, would justify most of them. 


But it is time that we do a little sober 


thinking about highways. For a quarter 
century or more our highway-building 
endeavor has lagged behind automobile 
production. We have spent several bil- 
lions of dollars for nearly three and a 
half million miles of hard roads. Nearly 
thirty million motor vehicles use the 
roads. And we have learned a great 
deal about road construction during the 
last quarter century. At first we were 
content to hard-surface 
existing 
high- 


ways so that they could better support 
heavier and faster-traveling vehicles. Now 
we know that it is cheaper, in lives saved 
if not in money spent, if we secure new 
rights-of-way, straighten out curves, elim- 
inate corners, provide grade crossing sep- 
arations. 


So far our principal concern as we 


have pushed our highway-building activ- 
ity has been to find the money for con- 
struction. We have worried less about 
finding the money for highway replace- 
ment and highway upkeep. 


But we are going to need to do some 


worrying about these things. We could, 
probably should, spend a billion dollars 
annually in highway maintenance. We 
spend money to save money when we do 
not skimp "in- maintenance activity for 
we postpone the day -when expensive re- 
placement, will be necessary. 


We are.going to have to do enough 


replacement work as it is if our principal 
highways are to carry their increasing 
burdens. And, somehow, we are going to 
have to find the billions of dollars that 
vill be needed "to carry on maintenance 
activity year after year. 


What we ought to do, if we are not 


to find that the increasing maintenance 
load is becoming heavier than we can 
bear, is to reassess the worth of our ex- 
isting highways, spend money where it is 
most needed for replacement, and refuse 
to approve new construction unless the 
need for it is so great that it cannot be 
denied. 


Now highways give us a pleasurable 


feeling of accomplishment but we've over- 
looked, too long, the sad fact that high- 
ways and babies have one very important 
thing in common. With both, it isn't the 
first cost that bows Dad's back, it's the 
uakeen. 


AN AMERICAN FAILING 


As comment on human perversity, the 


statement of the Bayonne. X. J.. police 
chief concerning his city's experience with 
srtd without traffic lights deserves to be 
included with the observations of our bct- 
*cr-known critics of things as they are. 


Bayonne, with a population of 91.000. 


dismantled all of its traffic 1'ghts in Jan- 
uary, 1956. During the first quarter of 
this year, Bayonne established itself as 
the largest city in the United States to 
record no traffic death, in findings of the 
National Safety Council. 
According to 


the police chief, elirunation of the traffic 
lights is responsible for the enviable rec- 
ord. Says he: 


"The motorist sees a red light and he 


steps on the gas to get past 51." 


It is a sage observation and a causl.c 


commentary on an all too obvious quality 
of the American people. 


The desire to "get ahead." regardless 


of the rights of others and of the regu- 
lations that have been established for the 
common good, is the cause of many of the 
ills that afflict us. As individuals, we 
show too little concern for our own wel- 
fare or the welfare of others. In the 
naat, wt show an alarming -willingness to 
rush into dangerous places and too little 
concern fcr possible consequences,

BOOKS ON MANNERS 


The dean of men at the University 


of Pittsburgh observed in his fellow men 
an uncertainty about behavior. 
So he 


wrote a book entitled "What Every Man 
Should Know" which is really a guide to 
good manners. In it the college student, 
or the business men, or any other mascu- 
line aspircr to courtesy, may read that 
"No man should keep a pipe, cigar or 
cigaret in his mouth when he lifts his hat 
to a woman." Then there is taxicab pro- 
cedure. 
"While it is customary in Eu- 


rope for a woman to sit at a man's right 
in a taxicab. it is perfectly proper in the 
United States for a woman to sit at the 
man's left." 


Here is another important matter 


cleared up: "A man meeting "a woman 
friend on a train does not offer to pay 
for her -ticket, her meal in-the diner nor 
the magazine she buys. Nor does he offer 
to pay the porter who carries her lug- 
gage." 


Someone has observed that books on 


manners usually rever'. .more about the 
bad manners of a period than they teach 
about the good ones. Thus an unusual 
number of books on the subject indicates 
not so much zeal for doing things the 
correct way as a widespread indifference 
to manners. 


However that may be, there's a sirr- 


ple rule to guide those who find printed 
works on manners confusing. The basis 
of courtesy is consideration for others— 
their ease, comfort, pleasure, safety, and 
so on. Picking up the wrong fork at 
the table is a considerably less heinous 
breach of manners than is making the one 
who does so conscious of his error. 


THE PEACE SCARE 


People have been puzzled by strangely 


contradictory facts in the American busi- 
ness situation lately. Business has been 
booming, as regards volume and current 
profits, but is slightly panicky about pros- 
pects. Sudden activities of the govern- 
ment, apparent reversals of policy, aimed 
to hold down prices and prevent inflation 
after a period of price-boosting, have add- 
ed to the uncertainty. 


If there is anything clear about the 


situation, perhaps it is this—that the sit- 
uation is world-wide, and is connected 
with what somebody has happily called 
an "outbreak of peace." 
If there is to 


be no war in the near future, and there- 
fore no ravenous foreign war market, ob- 
viously there will be a facing-about and 
a period of general reconstruction. 


"You can lay the" world decline in the 


markets to 'most anything you like,'" 
writes John W. Love, one of the shrewdest 
American 
business commentators, "to 


rumors of gold 
devaluation, a sudden 


prospect of peace, the end of speculation 
in war commodities, American and Brit- 
ish despair of budget-balancing, 
labor 


troubles, and so on. Any of them or all 
of them might be right 


"Unless things are happening of which 


we know nothing, this is a peace scare; 
but its effects are as great as the Euro- 
pean war scare of three years ago." 


If durable peace is really in sight, he 


adds, "we can stand the readjustments 
we shall have to be making for the next 
six months." 
Most of • s have learned 


that, in the long run, there is far more 
profit in peace markets than in war mar- 
kets. 


NEW DAY FOR MAYAS 


There have been many scientific expe- 


ditions in Mexico in recent years study- 
ing ancient ruins and reconstructing the 
past of the Mayan Indians, thought to be 
the human link between America and Eu- 
rope. Their purpose was chiefly arche- 
ological research. 


The J!exican government has an ex- 


pedition at work now. but with a differ- 
ent purpose. It will emphasize study of 
the modern situation of this ancient peo- 
ple. It will cover southern Mexico and 
Central America. 


When the expedition finishes its work, 


about a year hence, it is the purpose of 
the government then to better the condi- 
tions among the Mayas, and to plan the 
best means of incorporating them in mod- 
ern civilization. With this end in view. 
it will study tropical diseases, sociological 
conditions, communication routes, and so 
on. Central American governments are 
cooperating.

ity of the Plymouth Cheese Board 
and a new system of setting cheese 
prices on a "cost or production" 
basis were approved by 43 dele- 
gates of the Outagamie county unit 
of the Wisconsin Cooperative Milk 
Pool at the Monday afternoon ses- 
sion of the unit's annual conven- 
tion. 


Copies of the resolutions will be 


sent to Governor Philip F. LaFol- 
lette, the state senator and assem- 
blyman from this district and to 
the Wisconsin Dairyman's News. 


The group also approved resolu- 


tions protesting against the use of 
oleomargarine by Appleton 
and 


Green Bay stores as "leaders" to at- 
tract buyers and recommended that 
a 3-man commission only of farm- 
ers be set up for the department of 
agriculture and markets. It also en- 
dorsed a bill in the state legislature 
designed to govern the grading of 
state cheese. 


Decrease Not Justifiable 


Action of the group came after 


Harry Jack, state milk pool presi- 
dent, said there was no justifiable 
reason for the recent decrease in 
cheese prices. Jack said he attend- 
ed a meeting of the department of 
agriculture and markets 
and the 


Plymouth Cheese Board last week 
at which the board was asked to 
explain the decrease. Since the com- 
missioner's meeting with the board, 
another price decrease scheduled 
for this week was not put into effect. 


Jack said that when the board 


was asked whether it "fixed" the 
cheese prices for the state, H. L. 
Davis, president replied that "you'd 
better be careful the way you use 
the word 'fix.'" It was explained 
that Wisconsin is the leadinfi dairy 
and cheese state in the union and 
that the Plymouth board, composed 
only of cheese dealers, sets the price 
each Friday afternoon. Their action 
controls the prices of 95 per cent 
of the cheese produced in the Uni- 
ted States, the state milk pool lead- 
er added. 


"Cheese production has increased 


1,000.000 pounds in the last 10 
years," Jack said. "Consumption 
also has increased to average about 
5.6 pounds per person. Wisconsin 
long has been recognized 
as the 


leading diary state and its efforts 
have been confined up to now to 
improving the quality of its pro- 
ducts. A quality program is now 
becoming more necessary because 
of the fill cheese and imported pro- 
ducts that have entered the compe- 
tition." 


Farmer Pays for Grading 


Jack said that the farmer now Is 


paying for grading and doesn't re- 
alize it Cheese dealers don't want 
the grading program because "it 
would make it impossible for them 
to get better grades of cheese at 
cheaper prices. Farmers have im- 
proved their grading from 5i to 94 
per cent. By improving the quality 
farmers have gained a half-cent a 
pound, he continued. 
Under the 


statewide program, the department 
of-agriculture would have state 
graders operating 
about once a 


month. The cost of this would av- 
erage about 7 cents per hundred- 
weight. Jack said. He also told of 
another bill in the legislature de- 
r«"»'ed to iicense all farms in the 
state 


This would make it possible, he 


said, for the state to revoke a farm- 
ers* license if he did not live up to 
the 
standard 
qualifications and 


would improve farm conditions. The 
department of agriculture and mar- 
kets does not have enough money to 
carry out its vast program. Jack de- 
clared. The governor is proposing 
a 1-man commission 
with seven 


regents. 


The governor's proposal was ob- 


jected to by the state milk pool 
leader because it was too much like 
9 dictatorship. The resolution en- 
dorsing a 3-man unit composed of] 
farmers originated from this part 
of the discussion.

to credit was described by John 
Barton, professor of rural sociology 
at the state college of agriculture, 
at the evening session of the Wis- 
consin Cooperative Milk Pool's con- 
vention at Black Creek Monday. 


Fascism 
and 
communism 
are 


dominating millions of people in 
the world, he said, but a clever 
compromise between the left and 
the right has been established in 
the Scandinavian countries through 
the cooperative movement. Within 
the next 40 or 50 years the people 
of this nation must make a choice 
and "upon your thinking and or- 
ganizing and working together will 
depend the answer," Barton said'. 


The four things essential to the 


progress of the Danish farmers, he 
explained, have been education, co- 
operation, social legislation and a 
progressive political sense which is 
truly democratic. 


Form Dairy Co-op 


A Dane made the greatest dis- 


covery of the nineteenth century 
when he found that farmers could 
think and think for 
themselves. 


Farmers 
in Denmark once were 


looked upon as "yokels" and "clod 
hoppers," he said, but in 1882 they 
established their first cooperative 
dairy, in 1885 it had become a 
movement and in 1901 the farmers 
took over the government. 


In five years after the first co- 


operative dairy in Denmark, 595 
were established and now there are 
about 1.300. Prof. Barton explained. 
Their first 
cooperative slaughter 


house was founded in 1887 and now 
there are 62 cooperative packing 
plants and Denmark exports two- 
fifths more bacon than all the other 
countries of the world. They in- 
cluded eggs and by means of mark- 
ings on the shells can trace each 
egg to the farm from which it came. 
The owner there can determine the 
hen which produced it. 


The Danes didn't stop at produc- 


ers' cooperatives but expanded to 
include consumer cooperatives and 
now have 1.900 cooperative stores 
doing one-fourth of all the retail 
merchandising in Denmark. 


Credit Associations 


Farmers have to borrow money 


and the Danes have established 13 
large cooperative credit associations 
for such farm loans. Already, he 
said, there arc several thousands of 
credit associations 
in the United 


States. 


"That sort of thins. Prof. Barton 


said, is going to promote the free- 
dom and insure the democracy of 
the American people." 


The Danes, he said, have a social 


philosophy of which the coopera- 
tive movement is just an impor- 
tant part. It includes belief in gov- 
ernment, politics, social security 
and education. The farmers there. 
Barton stated, have welded a poli- 
tical party to meet their needs. 
They are the second people in the 
world to provide old age pension. 
They also have unemployment in- 
surance 
administered 
by 
trade 


unions, scholarships for unemploy- 
ed youths, freedom of speech, press. 
assembly and demonstration. 


which otlurs enjoy through mod- 
ern cooperation. 


Maintains Prices 


Holding that a national organi- 


zation should be the ultimate>(gpal 
of the milk pool. Jack said, recofcls 
could be submitted showing that 
the pool has helped hvmaintaining 
and even increasing the price of 
dairy products. 


In June of last year, he recalled, 


the pool showed a deficit of about 
$36,000. 
In eleven months, that 


"red figure" has been reduced to 
$8,000 by sound management and 
common sense, he said.

New London—At Itzai five at- 


tendants will be required for prop- 
er operation of the new concrete 
swimming pool at the William H. 
Hatten Community Recreation park 
which is to open June 1. Dr. F. J. 
Pfeifer, city health officer, told 
New London Rotarians at the noon 
luncheon meeting at the Elwood 
hotel yesterday. 
The health officer 


outlined the requirements of a reg- 
istered municipal pool and referred 
to the past history of the practice 
of bathing. 


The new pool and bath house 


must .be furnished with all em- 
ergency equipment, chemical icon- 
tent of the water must be checked 
regularly and the water kept clear 
and pure always, he said. Records 
must be kept of the daily number 
of bathers, the 
amount of water 


used and the bacteria content must 
be recorded. The pool is equipped 
with modern-pressure filters to in- 
sure the most sanitary and health- 
ful conditions, the doctor said. Ap- 
plication has already been made to 
the state board of health for a cer- 
tificate of registration for the pool.
